as being anticipated by Adams (US 2,585,527). 

Adams discloses in Figures 1, 2, and 8 a tip cap for a syringe (11) having a tip, the cap 
comprising a base (17), a body (13) having a textured top wall comprising a plurality of ribs (34) and an 
elliptical cross-section, and a shaft (12) having a helical thread shaped intemally to match the syringe tip.
